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KEY WORDS Sanctification 


"Santification" is a much misunderstood term. 


Human beings, judging by externals, think of a 
sanctified life as one which evidences such qual— 
ities asmoral purity, honesty, philanthropy, etc. 
and they assume that, since such qualities are 
demanded by God's Law and are praised by men, they 
will also be acceptable and pleasing to God. "But 
God looketh on the heart", I Sam. 16:7, and says 
that "without faith it is impossible to please 
Him", Heb. 11:6, andthat "faith worketh by love", 
Gal. 5:6. 


Thus, two persons may do exactly the same thing 
required in God's Law. The one does it because it 
is required and fears the punishment of failing to 
do it, or desires the reward of doing it; the 
other does it from love and gratitude to God for 
the e~nletely undeserved gift of eternal life. 
Though tney both appear the same, only the latter 
is living a God—pleasing, sanctified life. Sancti- 
fication lies primarily, not in what we do, but 
in why we do it. 


Since God says that we cannot earn,or bargain for, 
His blessings, any thought of meriting His favour 
through our efforts to live according to His Law 
are detestable pride and presumption which destroy 
the very nature of a good work. 


A sanctified person, therefore, is one who has been 
justified by faith and responds with a life of 
gratitude to God. That is the answer to the ques-— 
tion put at the conclusion of the last Key Word: 
"Shall we continue in sin that grace may abound?” 
"Faith, if it hath not works, is dead." James 2:17. , 
"He that abideth in Me, and I in Him, the same 
bringeth forth much fruit." John 15:5. Faith moves 
a Christian to love and gratitude, causing him to 
resist sin and to live a God-pleasing life, thus 
helping him to become a better husband or wife, a 
better parent or child, a better person.

HISTORIC STATEMENTS OF OUR FAITH 


Ghe Apology of the Augsburg Gonfession 


"We are prepared to confer amicably in order that 
the dissension, by God's help, may be done away 
and brought back to one accordant religion", the 
Lutherans wrote to the Emperor in 1530. They took 
the first step to restore unity in the church when 
they presented the Augsburg Confession in 1530. 


The Emperor responded by appointing twenty leading 
Roman Catholic theologians to draw up a reply. 
Their first draft was so unreasonable that he re- 
fused to consider it. The final document, two 
months later, the Emperor approved and demanded 
that the Iutherans should subscribe to it after 
hearing it read. When the Lutherans asked for a 
copy of the document for study, the Emperor refused 
and threatened loss of "life, goods, and honour" 
if his demand were not met by April 1531. 


On the basis of notes taken during the reading of 
the Roman Catholic Confutation, Philip Melanchthon, 
Luther's co-worker, prepareda defence of Lutheran 
teaching as set forth in the Augsburg Confession. 
A private document, it was later revised and ac-— 


cepted by the churchas the Apology of the Augsburg 


Confession. 


The tone of the Apology is moderate. "We have most 
zealously sought peace", its conclusion states, 
"and still most eagerly desire it, provided only 
we are not forced to blaspheme and deny Christ." 
It is an eloquent Scriptural vindication of the 
Augsburg Confession and, like it, defends the cen- 
tral doctrine of justification by faith alone. In 
general terms, it follows the sequence of the 
Augustana and treats such issues as "The Church", 


"Justification by Faith", "The Number and Use of 
the Sacraments", "The Political Order, "The Cause 
of Sin", "The Invocation of the Saints", "Both 


Kinds (Bread and Wine) in the Lord's Supper".

This may come as a surprise, but I have found it 
easier to be a Christian when working in the 
theatre than inany of the other jobs Ihave known. 


Few Prejudices in the Theatre 


The reason may well be that the theatre people I 
have met have seldom been surprised at anything 
anyone may say or do, hence tend to have very few 
prejudices. I have seldom found it difficult to 
say: "I am a Iutheran, I believe in Christ, I go 
to church, I believe the Bible is true", and have 
rarely come across anything other than friendly 
interest at such remarks. 


Occasionally, it is true, there is the reaction: 
"Poor girl! she's mad, of course, but it won'tdo 
any harm to humour her", but I have never yet met 
with the violent scornful attitude that one might 
expect. In the theatre, religion isn't taboo as a 
subject for discussion; nonetheless, just say you 
believe the creation took place as recorded in 
Genesis, and no one will take you very seriously. 


The Interpretation of Life in the Theatre 


The theatre grapples with the problem of life. IE 
is, naturally enough, full of conflicting ideas of 
what life should be. But without Christ, how can 
anyone know what life is, means, or _ should be? 
Christianity is here a key, a standard anda goal. 
It shows that however interesting, plausible and 
stimulating you may find "angry young men" like 
John Osborne or Samuel Beckett, they are to be dis- 
trusted. Their portrayal of life attempts to be 
real and, unfortunately, is often true, but their 
final interpretation warped and false. 


Life to a Pattern 


I find constantly that the Bible promise "All things 
work together for the good of them that love God" 
is being proved true in my own life. Things always 
do work toa pattern.In the theatre, the future is 
uncertain. Jobs seldom last long and are not always 
easy to find. But a child of God who walks through 
life holding the hand of his Father knows that 
whatever happens to him is from God and, in the 
end, will work out to his own good. 


"All right on the night" isn't always true, but it’ 
takes off the edge of nervousness and tiredness to 
pray about a difficult show.

Boreham Wood, Hertfordshire, 17-18 April, 1959. 


Twenty-five delegates representing congregations, 
missions and boards of the Church heard greetings 
from affiliated churches in Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, the United States, Germany, India and New 
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Guinea. Present at the Synod were two officials 
of the 2,300,000-member Lutheran Church — Missouri 
Synod: Dr. H. A. Mayer and Prof. Martin Naumann. 


The opening sermon of the two-day convention was 
preached by Holy Trinity's Pastor Roger Winger. 
Lay delegates spoke the prayers which opened and 
closed each of the six business sessions. In the 
final Service of Thanksgiving, the preacher was 
the Rev. Norman Nagel of Cambridge. 


SYNODICAL ESSAY] In the 1959 Synodical Essay, 


"Why I am a Lutheran", Pastor Arnold Rakow of St. 
Andrews pointed out that birth into a Iutheran 
family could not be, and in the ELCE in most cases 
was not, in fact, thereason for being a lutheran, 
but rather the firm conviction that the Lutheran 
church confesses thewhole and pure Law and Gospel 
of the inspired Scriptures. 


ELECTIONS Re-elected to the Executive Council 
for a further termof three years were the Rev. E. 
Geo. Pearce as Chairman and Mr. Charles Fry as 
Councillor. The interim appointments of Pastor A. 
Rakow to the Executive Council and of Pastor N. 
Heintz to the Church Extension Fund Committee were 


ratified. Christ lutheran Congregation of Petts 
Wood, Kent, was formally accepted into membership 
of the ELCE 


[ REPORTS | Treasurer Alfred Flemming reported 
£26,066 total disbursements, £25,701 total receipts 
in 1958. In his account of the 19 meetings of the 
Executive Council during 1958, Chairman E. Geo. 
Pearce spoke of the Springfield Seminary Choir 
Tour and the purchase of the ELCE headquarters 
building as memorable events of a year which ended 
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the first phase of ELCE expansion. He pointed to 
the five architects' models of projected churches 
on display at the Synod as symbolic of rapid de- 
velopment and of the new problems that faced the 
Council from 1959 onwards. Lay delegates gave 10- 
minute reports on each congregation and mission. 
A 20-minute survey of the foreign mission of the 
Church, illustrated with blackboard and with hun— 
our by Dr. H. A. Mayer, Secretary of Missions of 
the Lutheran Church - Missouri Synod, was much 
appreciated by the delegates and visitors. 


RESOLUTIONS | Two far-reaching resolutions were 
passed. The Synod approved the establishment of a 
national ELCH women's organization and authorized 
an annual "synodical budget conference" to review 
the general financial situation of the church and 
to fix the annual ELCE budget. 

The Synod accepted the invitation 
of St. Timothys to hold the 1960 convention in 
Sunderland. 

The PROCEEDINGS of the 1959 SYNOD are in prepara— 
tion and will be made available in booklet form 
to all congregations and missions. 


LUTHER-TYNDALE PIONEER DIES IN GOOD FRIDAY SERVICE 


Mr. Louis Frederick Launer, a pioneer of Lutheran 
congregations in London, died while at worship at 
Luther-Tyndale on Good Friday, 27 March, at the 
age of 83 years. A fewminutes after the Confession 
of Sins and the Absolution in the service, he was 
called home. Mr. Launer was one of the five members 
admitted to the congregation at its first meeting 
on 5 December 1896. A faithful member since that 
time, he served for a period as elder. Successful 
in business, his one shop, opened in Holloway in 
1903, flourished into a well-known multiple-shop 
baking concern in London's West End. 


INTEREST DROPPED TO 33% ON LOANS TO ELCE CHURCHES 


From 1960, loans to ELCE congregations and missions 
for church building will be decreased from 43% to 
35% while the repayment time will be decreased from 
10 to 20 years, according to a decision taken by 
the meeting of the Executive Council on Wednesday, 
1 April. At a further meeting on 14 April, the 
Council discussed with Dr. H.A. Mayer, Dr. 0.Dorn, 
and Prof. M. Naumann the financial implications of 
Phase II of the ELCE development programme.
